According to Premier Brownlee, in- 
vestigation has shown that the adoption 
of the old age pension scheme will cost the 


province about $300,000 a year. The

| mated to be required to provide pensions 
in this province is thus calculated in the 
neighborhood of $600,000 per year. 

The maximum pension payable to any 
person is $240 a year. If the pensioner 
has an income in excess of $125 a year the 
pension payable to him is reduced by the 
|| excess over that amount. If every 

pensioner in Alberta drew the maximum, 

$600,000 would provide 2,500 pensions. 

As many them will have incomes of 

more than $125, their number must be 

correspondingly larger if $600,000 is re- 
quired to meet all claims Taking that 
into account, it is probably a safe guess 
that the persons eligible for pensions 

this province number from 4000 to 5000.
